Older people tend to keep giving to charities 
even when they worry about their own finan- 
Cial future, according to a survery of American 
patterns of giving and volunteering. The survey 
found that contrubutions by all United States 
households average 1.5 percent of income. 
People were asked, among other things, if 
they were worried about having enough mon- 
ey for the future, and 56 percent of those who 
contribute to charities said yes. Among them, 
only people 65 or over gave an average of 
two percent or more of their household in- 
come to charity. The survey was sponsored 
by the Independent Sector, a coalition of cor- 
porate, foundation and volunteer orgaization 
which seeks to increase the level of contribu- 
tions and volunteering.

He gives $10 a 
week to his church form his $300 monthly So- 
cial Security check and spends two hours a 
day delivering lunches to shut-ins. Drake is 86.
